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NEWS FROM THE CIN BUREAU 


The Bureau of the International Numismatic Commission held its annual meeting on 
26-27 August 1985 in Munich, West Germany, in the rooms of the Bavarian Academy. 
Those present included: Robert Carson, President (England), Peter Berghaus, Vice- 
President (West Germany), Istvan Gedai, Vice-President (Hungary), Kolbjgrn Skaare, 
Secretary (Norway), Herbert Cahn, Treasurer (Switzerland), Michael Bates (U.S.A.), 
and J.- B. Giard (France), as guests John Kent, Paul Naster. 


On opening the meeting the President expressed the regret of the Bureau at the sad 
death of the representative from Italy, Ernesto Bernareggi (Milan). The minutes of 
the last meeting of the Bureau in Berlin and Dresden on 26-28 March, 1984, published 
in the Compte Rendu 31 (1984) were formally adopted. Because of the absence of the 
President in Australia during the past year, the Vice-President, Peter Berghaus pre- 
sented a report on the principal activities in that period. They included his atten- 
dance at the meetings of the organising committee for the Congress to be held in Lon- 
don in September, 1986, and the arrangements for the numismatic section meeting at the 
Congress of CISH in Stuttgart and the papers to be read there on 29 August, 1985. The 
Treasurer presented the accounts for 1984 and the budget for 1985 which were approved. 
Despite some resignations, the membership of the Commission now amounts to 112 from 
36 countries, and the accession of seven new members from Germany, Austria, Belgium, 
Hungary, Marocco and Switzerland was welcomed. 


The editor of the Newsletter, Herbert Cahn reported that two issues had been published 
in the past year, and that another was due to be published in 1985. His circulars to 
members requesting news had elicited replies from only 25% of the membership, and he 
renewed his appeal to be supplied with as much information as possible for future 
issues. The Compte Rendu 31, containing amongst other articles, contributions on the 
history of the Cabinets of Stuttgart and Karlsruhe, was tabled. It was agreed that the 
next number should follow the normal pattern, with, it was hoped, contributions on 

the history and content of Cabinets not already recorded in the United Kingdom where 


the next International Numismatic Congress would be held in 1986.* A report on the 
arrangements for this, 


the 10th International Numismatic Congress in London on 8-12 
September, 


1986 was presented by John Kent of the organising committee. The preparation

of the Survey of Numismatic Research (1979-1984) was well in hand, arrangements for 
the accomodation at the Congress and for those attending had been made, and offers 

of papers to be read were now being scrutinised. A circular for application to attend 
would be sent out towards the end of the year. The designs of the commemorative medal 
to be issued on the occasion of the Congress were produced for Bureau's inspection. 
Arrangements were also being made to have the plenary meeting of the Commission on 
Saturday, 13 September, 1986. 


Offers to organise the 11th International Numismatic Congress had been received from 
three members: the Hungarian Numismatic Society (Magyar Numizmatikai Tarsulat), the 

Italian Numismatic Society (Societa Italiana Numismatica), and the Royal Numismatic 

Society of Belgium (Société Royale de Numismatique). A final decision on this event 

was deferred to the plenary meeting of the Commission in September 1986. 


A proposal from the Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici in Naples to appoint 
to the Bureau two new members, Kenneth Jenkins and Nicola Parise was approved. The 
Bureau discussed and decided on some amendments to the constitution. These would be 
circulated to members in advance of the plenary meeting in 1986. 


Paul Naster (Leuven), chairman of the sub-committee for the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, 
presented a report on the progress of the project. Though no new part had been pub- 
lished in the past year, fascicules of the collection of Aarhus University (Denmark) 
and of the Staatliche Münzsammlung, Munich, were in press. A number of further fasci- 
cules from collections in twelve countries were in course of preparation. Reports 
were also made on other projects under the patronage of the Commission. Of the 
Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae volume III had gone to press in summer 
1985. From a report on Numismatic Literature published by the American Numismatic 
Society it emerged that difficulties were being experienced in securing full and 
timely information. To overcome this, an appeal was made to national editors and 
authors of all books and articles to supply titles and abstracts as promptly as 
possible. It was suggested that a meeting of national editors and a representative 

of ANS be held at the London Congress to give publicity to the project and discuss 
its problems. 


Receptions for the Bureau were given by the Bayerische Staatsregierung and by the 
Verband der Deutschen Münzhándler. To mark the occasion of the meeting a lecture 

on the history of the Staatliche Minzsammlung, Munich was given by its Director, 

Dr. Wolfgang Hess. 


It was decided to hold the next meeting of the Bureau on 22-23 May, 1986 at The 
Hague, the Netherlands, subject to confirmation.

The Assembly reviewed the operation of the International Bureau for the Supression 
of Counterfeit Coins (IBSCC), which was founded by the IAPN in 1975. The Bureau is 
currently being run by its Secretary, Laurence Brown. It published two issues of its 
Bulletin on Counterfeits during the past year, and hopes to increase its activity 
this year if the number of counterfeits submitted justifies this. 


The Assembly reviewed the workings of its 'Early Warning System' which was thought 
to be of continuing value in notifying members quickly about thefts of individual 
coins and collections. The Book Prize (Prix de l'AINP) for 1985 was awarded to D.M. 
Metcalf's 'Coinage of the Crusades and the Latin East in the Ashmolean Museum Oxford' 
(Royal Numismatic Society). The Assembly finalized its plans for the publication of 
a volume of original articles by its members, to appear in September 1986 in comme- 
moration of the IAPN's 35th year. It visited the Coin and Medal Cabinet of Oslo Uni- 
versity, and listend later to a talk by its Keeper, Professor Dr. Kolbjgrn Skaare, 
on numismatics of the Viking Period. 


Next year's IAPN General Assembly will take place September 13 to 16 in England, in 
the Weald of Kent, immediately following the International Numismatic Congress in 
London. 


Stuttgart, August 25 - September 1, 1985. 16th International Congress of Historical 
Sciences. 


The congress attracted to the beautiful Swabian metropolis, from all parts of the 
worla, close to 2000 participants. They were blessed with a full week of warm sun- 
shine in an otherwise unusually cool and rainy European summer. 


Thirty affiliated organizations held their own activities within the framework of 
the congress. Such was the case with the International Numismatic Commission, on be- 
half of which the Coin Cabinet of the Wùrttemberg State Museum and its chief curator, 
Dr. U. Klein, had arranged for two half-day sessions of scientific work. They took 
place on August 29 in a seventh-floor auditorium of one of the twin university towers 
on the Keplerstrasse. 


Dr. R. Carson, chairman of the INC bureau since 1979, had come all the way from 
Australia to open the morning session, then leaving the chair to Prof. H. Cahn (Basle, 
Switzerland). The afternoon session would then be chaired by Prof. K. Skaare (Oslo, 
Norway) . 


Eight papers were read (five in German, two in English and one in French). Six of 
them dealt with specific topics of numismatic history, whereas the other two were more 
concerned with the history of numismatics or the methodology and economics of modern 
numismatic activity. Each paper was followed by a short discussion. 


In his New Considerations on the earliest Coinage, Dr. A. Furtwangler (Saaxbrücken) 
convincingly argued that the birth of money as an institution had been a logical con- 
sequence of the fiscal needs of the Lydian kingdom. As for coins, their production was 
a state monopoly and they could circulate only at a face value superior to their 
commodity value. It remains open to discussion whether the nomisma concept actually 
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took shape within the Lydian monarchy itself or was supplied to it by the Greek 
colonies of the Western coast of Asia Minor (Prof. G. Manganaro, Catania, discussant). 
In this respect the electrum coins issued around 625 BC may not have been the first 
legal-tender means of payment, a full-fledged monetary system coming into existence 
only with the gold and silver coinage of King Croesus in the first half of the 6th 


century BC. 


Two more papers were devoted to the Greek and Hellenistic world. Prof. C. Preda (Buca- 
rest) dealt with the personification of rivers in numismatic iconography, particular- 
ly in the case of the Greek colony of Istros, present-day Istria, on the Romanian 
coast south of the Danube delta. Some 5th-century BC coins of Istros-Istria show on 
one side two human faces, one of them upside down, which may be an expression of the 
then widespread belief that the Danube river flew into both the Black Sea at one 

end and the Adriatic at the other end. Amore conventional personification of the 
Danube also appears on coins of the same community in Roman times, some centuries 
later. As for Dr. K. Dimitrov (Sofia), his slides most unfortunately gone astray 
during the trip to Germany, he nevertheless gave a stimulating talk on the ideolo- 
gical and propagandistic aspects of Thracian coinage in the 4th-3rd centuries BC, in 
relation with contemporary developments in the neighbouring Macedonian and other 
early Hellenistic monarchies (Pergamon, etc.). 


Straddling the late Antiquity and the early Middle Ages, Dr. W. Hahn (Vienna) dealt 
with the 'Roman pretense' of the early Byzantine emperors, as reflected in their 
coinage. Claiming to be the only rightful heirs to the legacy of Caesar and Augustus, 
the masters of Constantinople strived to maintain at least a semblance of political 
authority over the heartland of the old Roman empire and to make the coinage current 
in Rome and Italy closely follow Eastern patterns. After the Western Roman empire 

had foundered in 476 AD, they enlisted the help of the Ostrogothic monarch Theoderich. 
Then, from Justinian to the Carolingian takeover around 780, peninsular Italy and 
Rome were, at least nominally, part of the Byzantine empire, and benefited to the 

end from its gold-based monetary system. As late as 865-7, Byzantine coins were struck 
with Latin inscriptions. 


Later into the Middle Ages, Dr. U. Klein (Stuttgart) devoted a lengthy talk anda 
galore of beautiful slides to a major find of late 12th century German coins from 
the Near East. It may have contained several thousand coins, which have been sold in 
batches on the Western markets since 1982. Because of its contents and geographical 
origin, it was promptly dubbed the 'Barbarossa hoard'. Actual connection with the 
imperial treasury of Emperor Frederick I Redbeard is dubious, but on the other hand 
it is not unreasonable to surmise a direct link with the German participation in the 
Third crusade. To the delight of German numismatists, the material made available 
contains a wealth of heretofore completely unknown coin types (all silver deniers), 
not to mention many new variations on old themes. 


The only contribution to Oriental numismatics was by Dr. M. Bates, Curator of Islamic 
coins at ANS (New York), and a member of the INC Bureau. He offered a fresh state- 
ment of what has been his favorite theme in the last ten years (at least since the 
London symposium of 1976), to wit, the need for a complete overhaul of our patterns 
of ordering, cataloguing and studying medieval Islamic coinages. Instead of the dy- 
nastic criterion, prevalent since the very beginnings of Moslem numismatics centuries 
ago, Dr. Bates urged again a 'geographic revolution' giving precedence to considera- 
tion of down-to-earth realities like - upwards - the mint, the district and the pro- 
vince, all of which remained largely unchanged for centuries or even millenia, where- 
as more extensive territorial constructions by successive dynasties tended to be 
ephemeral. Within each basic administrative unit, coins should be ordered in strict 
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chronological succession, discarding the traditional but monetarily spurious gold- 
silver-copper hierarchy. This author happened to be the only student of Moslem numis- 
matics attending the Stuttgart event, besides Dr. Bates himself. One must agree 

that Dr. Bates has a point, at least as far as his particular topic of August 29 is 
concerned, namely the califal Umayyad coinage, where the established categories of 
'Arab-sassanaian', 'Arab-byzantine', etc., no doubt are arbitary, unwieldy and quite 
often dangerously misleading. On the other hand, one will find it difficult to com- 
pletely ignore the dynastic or political factor, at least in some cases. For instan- 
ce the unprejudiced neophyte, browsing through the plates of any book on Western 
Islamic coinage, inevitably will come to the conclusion that for all practical pur- 
poses an Almoravid coin of Spain has more in common with an Almoravid coin of Morocco 
than with any pre-Almoravid coin of Spain, not to mention the 'numismatic revolution' 
of the Almohads which engulfed the whole of North Africa and Andalusia and after 
which nothing ever was the same again. 


Of the remaining two speakers, Prof. B. Malmer (Stockholm) reported on the state of 
the mammoth project she has been heading since 1975, namely the Corpus of Viking-age 
coin finds made in Sweden. To date seven volumes have appeared, and many more are 
being prepared. They are invaluable inasmuch as many specimens included in the Corpus 
are the only ones of the corresponding coin types which have survived (German im- 
perial coinage) or which have ever been published (Moslem coinage: Samanids, etc.). 
As for Dr. J.-B. Giard, a curator of the Paris Coin cabinet and a member of the INC 
Bureau, he surveyed the evolution of Greek and Roman numismatics from the end of the 
18th through the first two decades of the 20th century, stressing the negative 
effects of political events (the war of 1870-1 between France and Germany, etc.) on 
international cooperation. In this particular respect, he optimistically concluded 
that the situation had become much more favourable since 1945. 


The Stuttgart event was attended by the two vice-presidents of INC, Prof. P. Berg- 
haus (Münster) and Dr. I. Gedai (Budapest), and by 25-30 participants, most of them 
from Germany and neighbouring Switzerland. Summaries of six papers have already 
appeared in Compte rendu (INC), 31, 1984, p. 28-34. The full texts of all eight pa- 
pers should normally be included in the transactions of the congress.

Extracts from an interview given by Mel Fisher, the leader of the diving crew and 
director of Treasure Salvors Inc., Key West, Florida. (USA Today, Seprio, 985) 


USA Today: How much are the coins worth? 


Fisher: Just the chests of coins brought in, if you figure the retail fair market 
value, is $ 66 million. We only dug maybe one-eighth of the wreck. The value on the 
coins is pretty well set. The way in which things are sold would also make a tremendous 
difference. We've sold thousands and thousands of coins - historic pieces of eight - 
over the last 15 years. So we do know the value of those. But we've run out of them 
until we can get some of these recently found ones cleaned up and divided up with our. 
investors. 


USA Today: After you save some silver pieces of eight and gold doubloons for your own 
museum in Florida, will you be forced to sell most of the rest to pay off your in- 
vestors? 


Fisher: You don't need that many coins for a museum. In the last six weeks or so, we've 
brought in 25 chests of coins, and there are 2.200 coins in each chest. 


USA Today: So what are you going to do with all those coins? 


Fisher: Since you don't need that many coins for a museum exhibit, we are probably 
going to be selling them through the American Express credit card marketing system. 


USA Today: There are catalogs out now that advertise historic pieces of eight. Are 
those some of the coins you discovered? 


Fisher: Yes. They were probably from a 1715 fleet. There are two or three mail-order 
catalogs that sell those coins, but they sell for a lower price because they're 100 
years younger.
